Many of them when green are more than an inch long 
and over half an inch in thickness.

In addition to the merits of up- 
right growth, greater productiveness and much greater 
size, it is also slightly earlier than Dreerv’s and would 
seem bound to supplant that variety, as it possesses all 
its merits in an imtensified degree.
